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Teachers tell 
MP of ‘supply 


scandal’

PUBLIC money is being wasted by 
schools paying recruitment agen¬ 
cies up to £1,000 a week for every 
supply teacher they take on, a un¬ 
ion says. 

A supply teacher from Newmar¬ 
ket and other teachers from East 
Anglia headed to Westminster yes¬ 
terday to meet with West Suffolk 
MP and minister for Skills and En¬ 
terprise Matthew Hancock. 

They aimed to shine a light on 
what they see as the scandal of 
funds being “siphoned” from chil¬ 
dren’s education into commercial 
agencies. 

They are also angry at cuts in pay 
and conditions for supply teachers. 

Shelagh Kavanagh, a Newmarket 
supply teacher and member of the 
National Union of Teachers, said: 
“Schools are paying hundreds of 
pounds a day for supply teachers. 

“Up to half of the money paid to 


agencies does not go to the teacher 
- most agencies will take up to £100 
per day commission. 

“Every school and every student 
depends on skilled and motivat¬ 
ed supply teachers when regular 
teachers are absent. Supply agen¬ 
cies are breaking this system. 

“They are siphoning off mas¬ 
sive amounts into their own profits 
while driving down supply teachers’ 
pay and conditions and ultimately 
driving them away from supply 
teaching, leaving children to be 
taught by poorly motivated supply 
teachers or unqualified staff when 
their regular teacher is absent.” 

Schools rely on supply staff to 
cover teachers for a range of rea¬ 
sons, including sickness and train¬ 
ing. 

The NUT says schools are paying 
million of pounds to agencies fol¬ 
lowing the closure of local authority 
supply pools. 

They claim agencies are driving 


down pay and conditions for sup¬ 
ply teachers, who have no access 
to teachers’ pensions and are em¬ 
ployed on “precarious” short term 
contracts. 

The union is campaigning for 
supply teachers to have the right to 
the same pay, conditions and pen¬ 
sions as other teachers. 

They also want “steps to be tak¬ 
en” to cut out the involvement of 
supply agencies, which it says will 
save schools hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds in Norfolk, Suffolk 
and Cambridgeshire region alone. 

Steve Ellison, Cottenham Vil¬ 
lage College head, said there is no 
choice but to pay the fees. 

He said: “It can be really hard and 
the fees can be high, but it’s the only 
way of getting into contact with 
good quality supply teachers. 

“If there was a different system 
where we can locate the best teach¬ 
ers we would use that, but at the 
moment we have to pay.”

School taking 
a racing lead 


THE head of Ofsted turned 
up in person at the British 
Racing School - but only had 
praise for the training college. 

Sir Michael Wilshaw, nick¬ 
named the sergeant major 
when he was a headteacher, 
was visiting the Newmarket 
school, whose alumni in¬ 
clude champion jockey Paul 
Hanagan and top trainer 
Charlie Appleyby, to see how 
it meets the needs of employ¬ 
ers in the area. 

It follows a national report 
published by Ofsted last year 
which found that many col¬ 
leges were not doing enough 
to provide a suitably quali¬ 
fied workforce for what local 
businesses are looking for. 

Sir Michael saw for him¬ 
self the training the students 
undergo on the retired race¬ 
horses, which are loaned 
from the likes of Sir Alex 
Ferguson and Sheik Moham-

med. 

He singled out the racing 
school for the way it trains 
students specifically for the 
industry and its collabora¬ 
tion with trainers in New¬ 
market and beyond. 

He told the News yester¬ 
day: “There’s a real commit¬ 
ment here to young people 
when they come here, to 
train them well, to get them a 
job when they leave and the 
best of them of course be¬ 
come jockeys.” 

There are 36 students 
training at any one time on 
the 120-acre site in Snail- 
well Road, which is home to 
72 horses. About 5 per cent 
of the students go on to be 
professional jockeys, while 
others fill roles such as stable 


staff, all the way up to train¬ 
ers. 

Carol Bramhill, recruit¬ 
ment co-ordinator at the 
school, which has a “good” 
Ofsted rating, said it was “fan¬ 
tastic” the agency thought 
it was worth visiting them. 
She said the industry is not a 
closed shop like people may 
think. 

She said: “You do not need 
any prior experience, you 
don’t need to know anyone. 
We have people who have 
never ridden before who are 
interested in horses and want 
to get into the industry and 
we’ll help them get qualifica¬ 
tions and guarantee them a 
job at the end of their course.” 

Sir Michael said he had 
been interested in horserac¬ 
ing from a young age and 
added: “I love horseracing. 
Pity I don’t win a bit more 
money though.” 


New fire station 
set for completion 


High Sheriff tells 
of statue plans 


THE construction of 
Cambridgeshire's 
newest fire station 
will be completed 
this week. 

Crews will move 
their fire engine 
and kit into Burwell 
Community Fire and 
Rescue Station in 
preparation for the 
first training session 
at the new site 
tomorrow. 

During the moving 
period, crews 
will still be able 
to respond to an 
emergency should 
they be called. 

Sir Peter Brown, 
chairman of 
Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough 


Fire Authority, said: 
"This new station 
is a significant 
improvement on the 
facilities available 
previously to the 
on-call firefighters 
at Burwell and 
Swaffham Bulbeck. 

"As a service we 
are passionate about 
providing the best 
possible service 
to the residents of 
Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough." 

The construction 
work for the project 
cost around £1 
million and the 
station will be 
officially opened in a 
ceremony at the end 
of November. 


AN UPDATE on plans 
for a statue of King 
Charles II has been 
heard by members 
of Newmarket Town 
Council. 

Speaking to coun¬ 
cillors on Monday 
evening, High Sheriff 
of Suffolk, Nicholas 
Wingfield Digby, said 
the statue could con¬ 
tribute to improving 
the High Street area. 

He said: “The pro¬ 
ject is potentially 
transformational for 
Newmarket. 

“The idea is it 
will be funded by 
donations and not 
through local au¬ 
thority funds. 

“I think the whole 


thing could seriously 
enhance the atmos¬ 
phere as you come 
into Newmarket.” 

The plans aim to 
commemorate King 
Charles II, who was 
responsible for es¬ 
tablishing horserac¬ 
ing in Newmarket. 

Initial plans to 
build the statue 
were drawn up last 
year following talks 
between the Save 
Historic Newmar¬ 
ket Action Group 
and Suffolk County 
Council. 

The plan is to pro¬ 
duce a replica of a 
statue which resides 
in London’s Old Bai¬ 
ley. 
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Agreement reached in

HOMEOWNERS who live 
close to a shortcut path that 
connects Studlands Estate 
to the Exning Road believe 
they have come up with a 
resolution to keep it open 
for school children and their 
parents. 

Gary Robinson, the owner 
of Brickfields Stud Estate, 
residents of Studlands, jock¬ 
ey Silvestre De Sousa and his 
wife Victoria, Cllr Warwick 
Hirst and Cllr Simon Cole 
got together for a meeting 
last Wednesday morning to 
discuss the next step for the 
path which leads from Gold¬ 
en Miller Close onto Exning 
Road. 

The path, which also runs 
past Exning Cemetery, has 
reportedly been used for up 
to 40 years by local residents. 

A few weeks ago, signs 
were put up declaring it 
private property, which 
prompted the start of a peti¬ 
tion to keep the path open 
as a shortcut. 

The path is not desig¬ 
nated as an official footpath 
and does not appear on any 
maps but residents are hop¬ 
ing that they can get the 
path registered as an official 
public right of way because 
it has been used for so long. 

Last week’s meeting high¬ 
lighted current issues which 
the De Sousa family are 
dealing with on the path, 
which caused them to close 
the path in the first place, 
including anti-social be¬ 
haviour as people returned 
from the pub, dog owners 
failing to pick up after their 
pets, and people blocking 
the path with their cars. 

Health and safety was also 
an issue for the family, who 
said they would be liable 
if any incident happened 
while people were on the 
lane. 

Mrs De Sousa and Mr

again then we will close it 
up.”

Cllr Jacko Fanshawe said 
the sign looked “awful” and 
councillors voted to defer 
their decision until they had 
consulted with the conser¬ 
vation officer. 

This week, planning ap¬ 
plications have come to the 
council for plans to install 
a cash point outside of the 
store. 

A spokesman for Tesco 
said: “We are really excited 
about the chance to serve 


the local community in 
Newmarket. 

“We think our store would 
be popular with custom¬ 
ers as it would offer a wide 
range of products in a con¬ 
venient location and cre¬ 
ate around 20 jobs for local 
people. 

“Subject to all the nor¬ 
mal planning consents we 
hope to open our store in 
the spring of next year. We 
will be sure to keep the local 
community updated as our 
plans progress”.

Driver lost control 
of his car on bend 


A PROMISING model died after los¬ 
ing control of his car on a bend in 
Exning, an inquest heard. 

Luke O’Sullivan, 24, of Carter 
Street in Fordham, crashed his 
Peugeot 206 into a lamppost on 
Cemetery Hill in Exning in the early 
hours of the morning on Saturday, 
August 19. 

He was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
but died on April 25, having never 
regained consciousness. 

At an inquest into his death, it 
was said Mr O’Sullivan was almost 
twice the legal drink-driving limit 
at the time of the crash. A blood 
sample taken after he arrived at Ad¬ 
denbrooke’s showed he had 152 mil¬ 
ligrams of alcohol in 100 millilitres 
of blood. 

The legal limit is 80 milligrams. 

A post mortem examination found 
Mr O’Sullivan had suffered a brain 
injury, prolonged cardiac arrest, and 
other injuries in the crash. 

In a statement, Pc Rick Godden, a 
forensic collision investigator, said: 
“The car failed to safely negotiate 
the left hand bend on Cemetery Hill 
and impacted straight into a lamp- 
post on the left hand side. 

“Mr O’Sullivan was found some 
time later, lying face down and mo¬ 
tionless in the road, by drivers.”

The drivers started CPR on Mr 
O’Sullivan until emergency services 
took over. 

Pc Godden said it was not possi¬ 
ble to ascertain how Mr O’Sullivan 
had left the car. He added: “There is 
a possibility he exited post impact, 
but it’s also possible that he man¬ 
aged to get out of the car when it 
came to rest but collapsed from his 
injuries. 

“We are unable to determine 
speed but it is likely the car was be¬ 
ing driven significantly faster than 
the 40mph speed limit in place on 
the road. 

“At the time of the collision Mr 
O’Sullivan had twice the legal alco¬ 
hol limit in his body. The significant 
impairment is the most compelling 
explanation for the cause of this ac¬ 
cident.” 

Mr O’Sullivan’s mother, Julie Tay¬ 
lor, paid tribute to her son. She said: 
“Luke was a kind, caring, respectful, 
enthusiastic, loving natured person 
who always had a smile on his face. 
He loved his younger siblings and 
they were proud of each other. 

“Luke from an early age loved ani¬ 


mals, especially dogs and horses. He 
grew up in a family in horseracing, 
so we were not surprised that he 
took an interest in the husbandry 
side of horseracing. He was a very 
capable horseman. 

“Luke loved going out with his 
friends and had to have his hair per¬ 
fect. He took great care of himself, 
especially when he went out.” 

Mr O’Sullivan had also shaped a 
modelling career for himself, spend¬ 
ing time in Canada and working with 
Elite modelling agency in Toronto. 

Ms Taylor added: “Luke liked the 
high life of modelling but knew this 
was never a financially viable career. 
When Luke went to Canada I would 
speak to him every week for at least 
an hour. 

“The ironic thing is, the week of 
the accident he had been granted 
his Canadian citizenship he had 
been desperate to obtain for many 
years.” 

Coroner Dr Dan Sharpstone said 
that Mr O’Sullivan had died due to 
injuries from the accident. 

Ms Taylor added: “Luke was a 
loveable character who was loved by 
everyone who knew him. We have 
lost a loving son, brother, and grand¬ 
son, and our lives will never be the 
same again.”

Family had 
concerns 
over care 

THE family of a resident 
who died at a Mildenhall 
care home had concerns 
about her care, an inquest 
heard. 

An inquest was opened 
and adjourned into the 
death of Ethel Butcher, 
who lived in Mildenhall 
Lodge care home, which 
was told action was needed 
to improve its services. 

The hearing, which was 
held by Dr Dan Sharpstone, 
the Suffolk coroner, in Bury 
St Edmunds, heard that 
Ms Butcher, 85, died from 
bronchopneumonia and 
emphysemia on Septem¬ 
ber 18. 

At the inquest opening, 
Dr Sharpstone said that 
Ms Butcher’s family had 
“raised concerns with care 
issues” at the care home. 

The full inquest will be 
held in lanuary. 

In a report by the Care 
Quality Commission ear¬ 
lier this year, the regulating 
body said the home need¬ 
ed to make improvements 
in four areas, as reported in 
the News last month. 

The home, in St lohns 
Close, was told action was 
needed in the categories 
of the care and welfare of 
people using its services, 
improvements to staffing, 
records, and assessing and 
monitoring the quality of 
service provision. 

Suffolk County Council 
stopped sending residents 
to the care home back in 
July, just over a month after 
the home first opened to 
the public.

Cambridge’s “soul suffragettes” Ka¬ 
ren Janes and Georgina Archdeacon, 
who run Cambridge City Soul Club, 
joined forces with DJs Derek Smiley, 
who lives in Barton Mills, and Kevin 
Wood to “take the bull by the horns” 
and badger the Arts Picturehouse 
into showing the flm. 

In a remarkable display of people 
power, three sold-out screenings are 
being held at the cinema in Regent 
Street, Cambridge, and their cam¬ 
paign has spread across the country 


to make the film a national success. 

They were even invited to the film’s 
premiere in Blackburn as a thank you 
for their help. 


Derek, 59, said they were disap¬ 
pointed Cambridge was missing out 
again and asked people on Facebook 
to “bombard” the cinema with re¬ 


quests for it to be shown until they 
relented. 

He added: “We’re gobsmacked how 
this has happened. We had no idea 
our campaign was going to explode 
across the country. 

“It’s a feather in the cap for Cam¬ 
bridge. Cambridge has always been 
a hotbed for Northern Soul, but we 
always seem to get left out. 

“Everyone only seems to think of 
Wigan, but really Northern Soul was 
happening anywhere north of Wat¬ 
ford.” 

He said he hopes the film will in¬ 
spire younger people into the scene, 
if only “because I want someone to 
buy my records when I’m 80”. 

The youth movement, which was 
born out of the British mod scene, 
is based on a love of black American 
soul music and fans are famed for 
their obsessive quests to track down 
rare records released on obscure la¬ 
bels. 


Apprentice 
numbers 
on increase 


EIGHT hundred new ap¬ 
prenticeships were started 
by people in West Suffolk in 
the last year, MP Matthew 
Hancock has said.

Award-winning aerial 
theatre company 
Ockham’s Razor is set 
to transform Cambridge 
Corn Exchange with the 
mesmerising Not Until 
We Are Lost. ANDREW 
BURTON spoke to the 
team’s joint artistic 
director Charlotte Mooney 
to find out more. 


Tell us a little bit about Ockham’s 
Razor. What do you do? 

People often describe us as either 
'circus theatre' or 'contemporary circus'. 
Basically, what we do is make shows that 
use movement and circus to tell stories. 
Ockham's Razor has been going for 10 
years. With each new piece of work, we 
create major new pieces of equipment 
such as giant wheels or Perspex towers 
which are incredible sculptures in 
their own right. Using these pieces of 
equipment to create movement, we 
draw stories out of that movement. 

What should we expect from Not Until 
We Are Lost? 

Not Until We Are Lost stems from a 
quote by David Henry Thoreau: 'Not 
until we are lost do we begin to find 
ourselves' and the show looks at five 
different aspects of the experience of 
being lost. 


Because it's done through movement 
and not words, people in the audience 
can draw their own life experiences 
from it. The action takes place above 
and around the audience, on a specially 
constructed steel frame, and the 
audience moves around as the stories 
unfold. 

Is there a musical element to the 
production? 

Yes, it has a strong musical element. 
There is a community choir made up of 
up to 35 local singers. We already have 
several people signed up for the choir 
for the Cambridge performances but we 
would still like more people to sign up.* 
The show includes an original score by 
award-winning composer Graham Fitkin. 
What does this add? 

Graham's music is really wonderful. 
He's a minimalist composer and works 
very closely with harpist Ruth Wall, who 


also plays. The music is mostly scored 
for harp and choir. Graham worked 
with us from a very early stage. It's 
uncanny how closely his music fits the 
themes and atmosphere of the show. It 
completely surrounds the audience and 
is mesmerising. 

Who should go and see Not Until We Are 
Lost? 

Because the work is visual and 
physical, it really does appeal to all ages, 
from 5 to 95! On occasions, we have 
had families of four generations in the 
audience. 

We felt confident the show would 
appeal to teenagers as they themselves 
are often searching, feeling a bit lost. 

But one of the things that's really 
surprised and gratified us is that there 
have been some very young children in 
the audience and they have really got 
something from it too. 


Do all audience members have to move 
around? 

We do have seats available for people 
who need to sit down, so no-one will 
feel uncomfortable, but the show is 
designed for people to move around the 
action. It's not daunting for audiences 
in any way but it's definitely an exciting 
and thrilling experience. 

Does it take a lot of effort to assemble 
the steel frames that make up the set? 

It's going to take us about four days 
in Cambridge, but this includes time 
spent working with the choir. It will take 
us one or two days to construct the 
equipment, and we'll also be working 
with a brilliant lighting designer, Phil 
Supple, to make sure the show reflects 
the unique characteristics of the Corn 
Exchange as effectively as possible. We 
want to create a really atmospheric and 
beautiful space, and to bring out the 


architectural personality of the Corn 
Exchange building. 

What would you say to someone reading 
this article who is thinking of coming to 
see Not Until We Are Lost but isn’t quite 
sure what to expect? 

One thing that often comes out from 
our comments book, or when chatting 
to the audience afterwards, is that 
people are very surprised. They knew it 
would be circus and they knew it would 
be physical but generally people are 
very surprised that they find themselves 
connecting to the stories so strongly. 

People are genuinely moved and 
touched by the stories, and relate them 
to events going on in their own lives. 

The fact that you don't know exactly 
what's going to happen is quite a 
positive thing, I think.

CAMBRIDGE Music Festival 2014 
brings Bach, Philip Glass, Mozart 
and Berlin Philharmonic to thrill 
Cambridge audiences next month. 

The city is set to witness some 
astounding classical music in 
November as some of the best 
musicians in the world visit to play in 
the Cambridge Music Festival, backed 
by our sister paper, the Cambridge 
News. 

Performers include the Berlin 
Philharmonic Quintet, Philip Glass and 
the Borodin Quartet, pictured right, 
playing some of the best-loved pieces 
of classical music: from Beethoven's 
Violin Concerto and Mozart's Clarinet 
Quintet to Bach Motets. 

These sit alongside the less 
conventional: Philip Glass' wafting 
minimalist music and the mesmerising 
music of YouTube sensation Manu 
Delago, who plays the hang (much 
like Cambridge musician Nick 
Mulvey), as well as the electronic 
music of the Aurora Orchestra 
(including 'Music for two acoustic 


toothbrushes'). 

The festival has been reformatted 
by its new director, Justin Lee, who is 
full of (well-founded) ambition: "In 
five years' time I want Cambridge to 
be on the map as one of the main UK 
destinations for major international 
artists." 

It also does ground-breaking 
outreach work: the MusicLab truck 
will visit King's Hedges where 
children who would not normally 
have much access to classical music 
can play an instrument for the first 
time and compose on an iPad. 

Running from November 12-22, the 
festival features 10 concerts. 

Here are some highlights: 

■ Berlin Philharmonic Quintet, 
November 20: Jesus College Chapel 
will be ignited with the sensual 
rhythms of tango and the delicacy 
of a Mozart Divertimento thanks to 
the 'Rolls Royce' playing of Berlin 
Philharmonic string players. 

■ Fitkinwall, play magical harp and 
synthesisers at the Mumford Theatre, 


November 21. Free entry. 

■ Bach Motets, November 17: The 
Cardinally Musick are perhaps the 
best singers of early music in the 
UK. They'll be singing the haunting 


Bach Motets, pieces that convey with 
exquisite tenderness the emotions 
of longing. Perhaps this is why Justin 
Lee feels this is among the best choral 
music written: 'Two choirs, eight parts 


-just the most exuberant thing. It 
blows your mind.'

While would-be wizards and 
witches may be taunting you on your 
doorstep, in your garden you may 
experience something equally sinister. 
Some plants can sting, burn, cut you 
or emit an acrid, foul-smelling odour. 

Among the most prickly of plants 
is the hawthorn. As a thorny hedge, 
it will deter even the most persistent 
burglar. The thorns of mature plants 
can pierce the toughest glove and 
I've often had to pick them out of my 
thick gardening clogs to stop them 
from pricking my toes. 

It features among the Metropolitan 
Police list of top shrubs for deterring 
thieves. Other prickly candidates 
include creeping juniper, common 
holly, firethorn (pyracantha), juniper 
and purple berberis. The Met advises 
people to plant hedges of such 
unfriendly shrubs to use nature's own 
defence mechanisms and keep out 
burglars.

Then there are the plants which 
don't smell quite as sweet as you'd 
like. In fact they stink. Take the titan 
arum (Amorphophallus titanum) 
and the dragon arum (Dracunculus 
vulgaris). Both smell like rotting 
corpses when in flower, to attract 
pollinating flies. 

The titan arum, also known as the 
'corpse flower' for obvious reasons, 
is nevertheless beautiful, growing to 
3m tall, its gigantic crimson flower 
spanning 3m and is a great magnet 
for pollinating insects. You won't 
find it in the average British garden, 
though, as it prefers the rainforests 
of Sumatra as its natural habitat, 
although you can admire it in the 


exotic sections of botanical gardens 
such as the Eden Project in Cornwall 
and at Kew. 

Then there's stinking iris, Iris 
foetidissima, whose leaves have a 
pungent scent but which comes into 
its own visually in autumn and winter, 
putting on a spectacular display 
when its huge seed pods burst open 
to reveal brilliant orange, sometimes 
red, seeds. They cling to the pods 
throughout the winter until the 
spring, and are ignored by birds. 

Others in the bad smells league 
include Eucomis bicolor, the pineapple 
lily, and the dead horse arum 
(Helicodiceros muscivorus), named for 
obvious reasons. 

While many bulbs bring heady 
fragrance to spring, including the 
sweetly scented hyacinth, others have 
pretty horrible odours including the 
imposing crown imperial (Fritillaria 
imperialis). But don't let the smell put 
you off because its impressive orange 
flowers make more of a statement 
than its whiffy pong. 

No Halloween would be complete 
without its share of witches, whose 
potions have been linked with some 


of our most common plants. 

Hemlock, for instance, is highly 
poisonous and closely linked with 
witchcraft. It doesn't look significantly 
different from the hedge parsley or 
cow parsley which grows along roads, 
ditches, trails, or the edges of fields. 

Its white flowerheads resemble 
those of parsnips, carrots or angelica, 
while the bright green leaves are 
deeply-cut, even feathery and 
delicate. Yet all plant parts are 
poisonous, with the seeds containing 
the highest concentration of poison, 
causing toxic reactions. 

Deadly nightshade (Belladonna), 
another common plant often found 
in hedgerows, was one of the main 
ingredients in witches' brews during 
the Middle Ages, while blackthorn 
is often referred to as a witch's tree. 

As late as the 1940s, anyone seen to 
carry a blackthorn walking stick was 
suspected of being a witch. 

There is beauty in all, even the most 
sinister of subjects. So have a Happy 
Halloween - but just remember the 
plants with slightly darker properties, 
hidden in the nooks and crannies of 
your garden.

Huff just misses out on 
points finish in Suzuka 


ROB Huff just missed out 
on another points finish 
as the World Touring Car 
Championship resumed at the 
Suzuka International Circuit, 
Japan, on Sunday. 

But despite being denied a 
place in the top 10, Huff was 
pleasantly surprised by the car's 
performance as he expected a 
bigger deficit. 

Aerodynamic efficiency and 
high top speeds are the key 
to extracting the most from 
Suzuka's long straights and 
protracted turns, areas where 
the Russian team have struggled 
for much of the season. 

As it was, Newmarket driver 
Huff came home in 11th place in 
the second of the two races after 
the Citroens of Yvan Muller and 
Sebastien Loeb were involved in 
an earlier collision on lap five. 

Huff was on the tail of 
countryman Tom Chilten's 
Chevrolet Cruze but was unable 
to pass him to take 10th place. 

Fellow LADA Sport Lukoil drivers 
James Thompson and Mikhail 
Kozlovskiy were 12th and 13th. 


The first race had been a 
largely uneventful affair for Huff. 

Having qualified in 13th, Huff 
could only maintain his position 
in his Granta for much of the 
11 -lap race, eventually finishing 
in 12th. 

Team-mates Thompson and 
Kozlovskiy finished 13th and 
14th respectively. 

Huff said: "On the whole, 
while it was a difficult weekend, 
it actually brought more than we 
expected and we're feeling more 
disappointed to miss out on 
points than we perhaps should 
be, as a result. 

"James and I hung on to Tom 
Chilton, Tiago Monteiro and 
Gianni Morbidelli for most of 
race two and any error by them 
would have given us points. 

"We fought hard and scored 
no points, but if anybody had 
told us we'd be within 1.5 
seconds of the pace at Suzuka, 
we would have been very happy. 

"Our performances show how 
far we've come and that the 
results in Argentina and Beijing 
weren't just flukes."

MY Ambivalent has been given 
a clean bill of health ahead of 
the Emirates Melbourne Cup at 
Flemington next Tuesday. 

Roger Varian’s Group One- 
winning mare missed the 
Caulfield Cup when she suffered a 
stone bruise, after which she also 
developed lameness in a routine 
gallop last week. 

The five-year-old has, however, 
been offered a thumbs-up after she 
was examined by Racing Victoria 
vets Brian Stewart and Grace Forbes. 

“She’s fine,” said David Eus¬ 
tace, assistant trainer to Newmar¬ 
ket-based Varian. “She had one 


problem 10 to 12 days ago and it’s 
been fine since. 

“The problem (stone bruise) is as 
common as the cold. 

“I’m pleased with her. Sure, she’s 
had hiccups, but she’s had less 
hiccups than it looks. 

“It’s not like it’s taken forever to 
get over it.” 

My Ambivalent will still have 
to be further assessed on Thurs¬ 
day before her participation in the 
Melbourne Cup can be finalised. 

Stewart said: “She was sound and 
in good order. 

“We’ll have another look on Thurs¬ 
day, but at this stage there is nothing 


that would worry us particularly.” 

In America this weekend, Ryan 
Moore partners Sir Michael Stoute’s 
Telescope, who is drawn in stall 
one, in the Breeders’ Cup Turf at 
Santa Anita, fresh from winning 
the Cox Plate in Australia on Aidan 
O’Brien’s Adelaide. 

Dank, also trained by Stoute and 
ridden by Moore, won the Filly & 
Mare Turf 12 months ago and is 
back for another go in stall three. 

In the Breeders’ Cup Mile, David 
Simcock’s Trade Storm has been 
handed berth eight and stablemate 
Caspar Netscher, who made a dra¬ 
matic return to form at Woodbine 


a few weeks ago when he claimed 
Grade Two glory in the Nearctic 
Stakes, will go from stall 13 in the 
Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint. 

Completing the list of Newmarket 
raiders are Huge Palmer’s Aktaban- 
tay, drawn nine, and Charlie Fellows’ 
Wet Sail, drawn one, in the Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile Turf. 

Fast weekend, Sir Mark Prescott’s 
Celestial Path was third to Andrew 
Balding’s winner Elm Park and 
runner-up Aloft in the Group One 
Racing Post Trophy at Doncaster. 

“I think on lightning-fast ground 
he’ll be a bit better than that. It 
gives you hope,” said Prescott. “I 


said to the owner the pair of us will 
have to keep going. 

“I was very pleased. If he’s 
going well he’ll start in one of the 
Guineas. He won’t run before then. 
He doesn’t need any more practice.”
